Sierra Madre Man 
Gives His Time 
for War Work 


Quite a number of property 
owners were present at the Coun¬ 
cil meeting Tuesday evening to 
press their requests for the pav¬ 
ing of Fairview. Dr. Simpson, 
speaking for the group, read a 
petition signed by all but three 
of the owners, having been unable 
to get in touch with them. He 
had signatures to 1950 of the 
2200 feet frontage on the street. 
Several others spoke in favor of 
the proposition. 

U. S. Forester Tom Henderson 
addressed the Council on the 
grave fire menace existing, stat¬ 
ing that this is the most serious 
potential fire season we have 
ever had. He spoke particularly 
of the danger in the Canyon, 
where if a fire starts all the 
homes in the Canyon will un¬ 
doubtedly be wiped out. In ad¬ 
dition, if the fire spreads to the 
mountain sides, it may ruin Sierra 
Madre, as without the protective 
cover heavy rains will wash down 
the sides until the houses on the 
north slopes of the city at least 
may eventually be covered with 
the decomposed granite of which 
the mountains are largely com¬ 
posed. This has happened in one 
or two other cities, similarly sit¬ 
uated. 

Mr. Henderson spoke particu¬ 
larly of the danger in the faulty 
electric lines and wiring, request¬ 
ing that a letter be sent to the 
Edison Co. calling their attention 
to the fact that some wires, with 
the insulation worn off. are lying 
across the shingles on the roofs, 
creating a serious fire hazard. 

Also, he said, the wiring in 
many houses and cabins are bare, 
coming in contact with cobwebs 
and with the bare wood. Condi¬ 
tions are especially bad in some 
parts of Cypress Ct„ he said. 
Also many yards are cluttered 
with rubbish, drv grass, etc., and 
unle=s these conditions are cleared 
up there is bound to be a serious 
fire. 

He recommended that Fire 
Chief James Heasley be appointed 
Fire Marshal and W. R. Lees, 
whose other duties prevent him 
from giving sufficient time to 
that of Fire Marshal, tendered his 
resignation and Heasley was ap¬ 
pointed. Heasley was instructed 
to erive warnings where fire haz-

The ranch owners, Lewis said, 
will probably want to be connect¬ 
ed to the county sewerage system 
and if Sierra Madre should join, 
it would probably be good for 
this city and we would also then 
have something to offer the 
ranch. It is a question that 
must be solved sooner or later 
anyway. 

Mr. Lewis suggested that an 
expert should be engaged to rep¬ 
resent the city, to secure the 
information as to the possible 
water supply and other facts to 
present them to the people.

All honorably discharged vet¬ 
erans of World War II are urged 
to attend the next meeting of 
Sierra Madre Post No. 297 which 
will be held Monday, August 6, 
at 8 p.m. in the basement of the 
City Hall. Election of officers 
will be held at that time.

New Employment, Readjust- 
ment Allowances, Appren¬ 
tice Training. 

The Federal Government and 
the State of California maintain 
employment offices at 745 E. 
Green St., Pasadena. There Ls 
also an office at 105 W. Foothill 
Blvd., Monrovia, should It be 
more convenient to go there. 

Veterans desiring assistance in 
securing a new job should apply 
promptly after discharge. Special 
consideration and advice will be 
given by a competent Veteran 
Counsellor. 

If a position in the’ Civil Ser¬ 
vice of the Federal Government 
is sought, apply to the Civil Ser¬ 
vice Agent at the Pasadena Post 
Office. 

There are two advantages in 
applying to a regular Government 
Agency: A. It offers a better 

opportunity of securing suitable 
work: B. It is necessary in order 
to qualify for other Veteran ben¬ 
efits, the most important of which 
are readjustment allowances. 

For temporary periods of un¬ 
employment, the allowance is $20 
per week. For partial unemploy¬ 
ment, the allowance is the differ¬ 
ence between the amount earned 
per week, and $23. For self- 
employment, when earnings are 
less than $100 for the previous 
month, the allowance is the dif¬ 
ference between the amount 
earned and $100. 

For these benefits the qualifi¬ 
cations are: 

1. Discharge must be other 
than dishonorable. 

2. Active service must have 
been 90 days, or 

3. Discharge must have been 
for service-connected injury or 
disability. 

The Veteran must be registered 
with and be reporting to the 
public employment office, and be 
able and available for work. 
DISQUALIFICATIONS: 

1. Quitting job without cause, 
or discharged for cause. 

2. Refustng suitable employ¬ 
ment when offered. 

3. Where there is a stoppage 
-of work because of labor trouble 
in which he participates or is In¬ 
terested, or Is a member of the 
group which participates or is in¬ 
terested. 

A Veteran may refuse, without 
disqualification, to accept work 
when the vacancy exists because 
of labor disputes or where wages, 
hours and conditions are substan¬ 
tially less than those prevailing 
in the community. 

Veterans under certain condi¬ 
tions may arrange for apprentice 
training with Government bene¬ 
fits, by applying to the above- 
named offices. 

Veterans in making apnllcation 
should present their discharge 
papers. 


HOUSEHOLD FATS SALVAGE DOWN 
IN MANY SOUTHLAND CITIES, 

BUT NOT IN SIERRA MADRE 


Dr. Graeme Smith

At the Bethany church next 
Sunday evening, July 29. 7:30 

p.m., the Rev. Dr. Graeme Smith, 
pastor of the Staub Memorial 
Congregational church, Portland, 
Ore., will speak.

After 
graduating from our local school 
he completed his education for 
the Christian ministry at the 
Westminster Seminary, Philadel¬ 
phia, Pa.

Although many communities 
have fallen far short of their fat 
salvage, Sierra Madre, as always, 
holds a record of 154 per cent 
for the month of June. The 
quota was 623 pounds and the 
amount turned in was 962 pounds. 
Nearly a thousand pounds of 
salvage fat is remarkable for a 
city of 4800 people. 

Meat shortages teamed up with 
hot weather to hamper Southland 
housewives efforts in grease sal¬ 
vage collection, with the result 
that Southern California collec¬ 
tions in June showed a decline 
of 39,608 precious pounds of war 
fat? below the May record. 

Edward B. Zane, War Produc¬ 
tion Board salvage chief, said the 
total for the month was 658,276 
pounds, or 105 per cent of quota. 

"We’ve been above quota ever 
since OPA started giving red 
points for salvaged fats,” the 
WPB salvage chief commented, 
"and at one time we hit 146 per 
cent. 

"Collections have been declin¬ 
ing, however, since last March, 
when the scarcity of meat, par¬ 
ticularly pork, began to cut down 
on what the average family could 
produce above its own needs in 
cooking. 

"This is unfortunate because 
'orelgn supplies of fats and oils 
have not Improved, while the Pa¬ 
cific war needs are running at an 
all-time high. 

"Part of this loss might be re¬ 
gained if any individuals who 
haven’t yet joined in the fats sal¬ 
vage campaign would begin sav¬ 
ing every drop of surplus kitchen 
rrrpncie and turn it in to their 
butcher.”

Careful seeding is one of the most j 
Important steps in growing a j 
garden. The soil should be thor¬ 
oughly irrigated before sowing be- 
gins. Irregular germination is 
probably caused in most instances 
by a lack of moisture. Germina¬ 
tion results from beat and mois¬ 
ture, and during the summer the 
sun's rays usually generate suf¬ 
ficient heat to start germination. 
The matter of providing water thus 
becomes the gardener’s personal 
problem.

Be sure 
to allow sufficient room in your pro¬ 
posed Victory Garden for the trans¬ 
plants. 

Vegetable seedlings may be 
transplanted after approximately 
three inches of growth has been 
completed. Transplant on a cloudy 
day if possible, taking great care 
to see that the roots are not al¬ 
lowed to dry out. Read carefully 
the instructions on the packets in 
which the seeds are packed. Valu¬ 
able planting instructions will be 
found. You will hasten germina¬ 
tion in many instances by soaking 
the seed for several hours prior to 
planting. Parsley seed is one type 
that reacts very favorably to this 
sort of treatment. _

Distribution will take place 
throughout the nation from De-1 
cember 3 through December 15. j 
OPA district offices will fix the j 
exact time for each local area.

The new "A” gasoline books will 
go into use December 22, and war 
ration book 5 will be used soon 
after the first of the year for 
food rationing and for rationing 
shoes. 

"We hope the new book will be 
the last in the scries of wartime 
ration books, and that there will 
be plenty of stamps we won’t 
have to use. We cannot gamble 
too heavily on that, though, since 
so many months are required to i 
bring a book into being,” he said. | 

The new all-purpose ration book 
is exactly one-half the size of the 
present ration books (books 3 
and 4), and contains 192 stamps 
as compared with 384 in book 4. ; 


New red stamps to be validated 
are FI, Gl, HI, J1 and Kl, while 
new blue stamps are PI, Ql, Rl, 
SI and Tl. Stamps being retired 
next Tuesday are red stamps K2 
through P2, and blue stamps T2 
through X2.

The Government has curtailed civilian travel by 
ordering the railroads not to make reservations 
on passenger trains more than five days in advance 
of departure and by banning steeping car service 
on trips of 450 miles or less. 

A lot of people are assuming that, with the" 
European war over, the travel situation on trains 
should have eased up by now. 

But they are finding out that it’s harder than 
ever to get space. They’re asking themselves, 
“Why?” 

The reason is simply that the railroads are 
being called upon to repeat a job of moving over 
3,000,000 soldiers. But this time it is to be done 
in 6 to 9 months whereas originally it took more 
[than 2 years to move these men. 

The railroads are still operating with the same 
number of passenger cars that they had when the 
war started. Building new passenger cars has not 
been permitted since Pearl Harbor. 

Many Pullman cars have been converted into 


hospital cars, and, of course, more Pullmans and 
coaches than ever are being withdrawn from 
civilian service to use in the movement of men 
to the Pacific. 

The great bulk of traffic for the Pacific funnels' 
into 4 railroads to ports of embarkation in Cali-’ 
fornia. Santa Fe, with its improved facilities, is! 
carrying a large part of this traffic. 

This all adds up to the fact that only a very, 
limited amount of space is left over for civilian 
travel. 

Of course we like to accommodate our friends 
and make new acquaintances. But you, too, agree 
that the troops and materials needed to uhip^ 
Japan must come first. 

New cars are now on order. Santa Fe has 
enough new chair cars on order to seat 3186 
people. 16 new lunch counter-diners are also on 
order. A substantial number of new sleeping cars 
will he placed in service on the Santa Fe as soon 
as War Production Board orders permit.

VEED KILLER NOW 
IEING TESTED AT U.C. 

A new weed killer, 2, 4-D, gives 
promise of being one of the most 
important chemicals in weed con¬ 
trol, and is now undergoing ex¬ 
tensive tests, according to W. A. 
Harvey, associate in the experi¬ 
ment station on the Davis campus 
of the University of California. 
The mode of action of this killer 
is entirely different from previous 
ones, Harvey points out, inasmuch 
as it kills the roots as well as 
the tops. 

Of the perennial weeds Rested, 
morning-glory is one of the easi¬ 
est to kill, along with Canada 
thistle, he says. White top is 
somewhat more difficult; Russian 
knap-weed is hard to wet, so that 
the chemical Is not always effec¬ 
tive. Grasses, in general, are 
much more resistant to the spray 
than are broad-leaved plants, so 
the chemical can be used on the 
lawn to kill dandelions and plan¬ 
tain.
